‘IN NEWFOUNDLAND

: 

Charges That Affiairs of the Country Are 
Being Sacrificed to the United States. 
~— Maritime Provinces Are Much 
Aroused. Halifax Herald Makes the 
Charge. 


Halifax, N.S., Nov. 16—The Halifax 
Herald has published an editorial on Im- 
perdal coercion in Newfoundland which 
has created a great deal of interest 
thrpughout the maritime provinces. The 
Hefald claims that Newfoundland’s 
right of self-government is being infring- 
ed gn by orders-in-council by the preseat 
Brish government, and the ¢olonial 
legflation is being abrogated — by 
Imperial order-in-council made- at the 
solfeitation or the dictation of the United 
Btates. 

: Give Moral Support. 

Tt tays Canada should he ready to give 
evefy possible moral support td New- 
fouhdland in its fight for fair play, as it 
may be Canada’s turn next. After review- 
ing‘the history of the case, the Herald 
suyt that the treatment which has been 
meted aut to Newfoundland is a menace 
to the whole empire. The questions, -t 
says, shonld be decided soon and once 
and for all as to whether colonial parlia- 
ments can be made the plaything of a 
London government, ‘The article in qnes- 
tion is as follows: 


Fight for Fair Play. 

It is not exactly fresh news to our 
readers that the present British govern- 
ment has been coercing Newfoundland by 
Imperial. orders-in-conneil to please che 
Vnited States, 

The Herald has kept its readers fairly 
well informed on that important matter, 
but it dnvelvesa éonstitutional, legal and 
poltical question which ¢o seriously af+ 
foots every part of the ompire that Cana- 
dians should bear if in mind, fully ap- 
preciate it and be ready to afford New- 
foundland every jnoral’ support in ‘ts 
fight for fair play under the British flag. 

Newfoundhidd's® right of | self-govern- 
ment is being infringed on by orderstin- 
coitncil passed by the present British gov- 
ernment, ‘and.

The main facts of the case are these: 
Under the treaty of 1818, the 
men'of the United States have’ certain 
fishing privileges on the Newfoundland 
But according to thé interpreta

tion placed upon this treaty by both the 
London government and’ the Washington 
goverfment, through deeades upon de- 
eades, it has always heen considered that 
those privileges are so far subject to laws 
passed by Newfoundland that when 
the colonial legislature passes laws 
and regulations respecting the fisheries, 
which by their terms are ‘applicable -o 
everybody. Newfoundlanders and foreign 
ets alike, then the fishermen of the Unit- 
ed States, when on the Newfoundland 
coast, must observe those laws and re- 
gulations, / 

No previous British government ever 
held to any other view. The Washington 
authorities, in times past specifically as 
sented to that view, But within quite re- 
sent years new views and demands have 
arisen at Washington, and a government 
has been set up in London which appears 


ready te do anything that Washington 
may ask, 
Newfoundiand’s Laws 
\ few years ago the Newfoundland 


legislature enacted laws prohibiting fish- 
ing with purse seines, fishing during a 
eertain olose season, and fishing on Sun- 
dav, and also providing that bait could 
not be taken in non-treaty w aters, and the 
Newtoundlanders could net be employed 
on United States fishing vessels, 

These Jaws were duly passed by the two 
houses of the legislature, and assented to 
hy the governor as the representative of 
the king, 

All these matters were certainly within 
the right of a British colony, with local 
-elf-gevernmnet, 

But the United States 
mined that their fishermen 
freed from the restrictions of those 
Newfoundland laws, and they aceord- 
ingly opened negotiations with the Brit 
ish government on this subject. 

Modus Vivendi, 

The present Londen government, in 
spite of the protests of Newfoundland, 
enieved into a “modus vivendi” with the 
United States by which all the restrie- 
tion of these Newfoundland laws are sus- 
pended with respect to United States fish 
ermen, and it is provided that, as to the 
“Upping oF crews, the Newfoundland act 
may he evaded by the taking of men at 
some point beyond the three-mile limit. 

To carry out this highly linproper 
agreement, the British government pass- 
ed an order-in-couneil to prevent the en- 
forcing of the New foundland law. For 
example, it is ordered that no United 
States fishing vessels shall he boarded 
with a view to taking action in the case 
of violations of the law. And again, 't 
is declared that no process shall be serv 
ed, and ho action of any kind shall be 
taken against vessels charged with con- 
traventions of the loéal aet, without the 
consent of the senior naval officer on the 
Newfoundland station,

Offering to Put Up Guarantee 
Bond of $10,000—W. W. Hutton 
Makes Indefinite Offer to Give 
City Gas Cheaper Than Cleviand

Tlirce gas proposals were placed be- 
fore the city council in committee 
last evening by companies wishing to 
seeure franchises in the city, One >y 
Donald Ross applying for permission 
to bore for gas on the city property 
near the power plant was granted 
The other two, one by the Interna- 
tional Beating and Lighting Co. for 
a renewal of their franchise, which 
expires on Dee. Ist at the option of 
the council, and the other by W. W 
Hutton on behalf of an eastern coim- 
pany desiring fo secure a franchis: 
were laid on the table until Decein- 
ber 15th, when they will be again 
considered and finally disposed of. 

The remainder of the business ci 
the committee was mostly routine 
work, the only matter of especial in- 
terest being a claim made by Short, 
Croas & Biggar, on behalf of their cli- 
ent, J. H. McKinley, for $600 damage 
for two horses, which they claimed 
were killed by falling into an unpro- 
tected open sewer at the west end of 
Jasper. This claim was referred to 
the commissioners and city solicitor 
to investigate and report. All thi 
members of the council were present 
hai Atds, Fraser and Bellamy. 


Will Bore For Gas. 
The first gas application 
was one from Donald Ross and Alex- 
ander Taylor, who requested permis- 
sion to bore for gas on the city prep- 
erty near the power plant. They also 
asked that the city should use thi 
gaa in their gas engine at the powe: 
plant. An agreement to this effect was 
drawn up, the applicants not insist- 
ing on the city agreeing to use the 
vas. By this agreement the company 
are to have their machinery installed 
within twelve months, and will have 
permission to remove this machinery 
within twelve months of the termina- 
tion of the agreement. The quantity 
of gas, should gas be struck, to be 
purchased by the city was left at th 
discretion of the citv. This agreo- 
ment will probably be ratified by th 
eity council tonight, 
Want Franchise Extended. 
The International Heating 
Lighting Company, which at present 
helds a franchise for the supply 
artificial gas to the city, made appli-

eation for an extension of time of one 
year in which to have their gas plant 
in operation. their present agreement 
expiring on Dee, Ist at the option of 
the council. The terms of this fran- 
chise, which were voted upon by tho 
ratepayers in the form of a bylaw 
last year, are already comparatively 
well known. 

Mr. Harper, engineer of the con 
pany, and C. A. Grant, solicitor, were 
present and-urged their elaims on 4) 
counci!

site by July Ist, 1909. They urged that 
as the franchise carried last year hy 
a large majority, the council would 
in meeting with the wishes of thy 
ratcpayers in extending the time for 
one year, They wished the extension 
gronied at once so that the company 
eould make their plans immediate'y 
If any other company wanted a fran- 
chise they could apply to the city ‘or 
it, as their 
Ausive one. 
A New Proposal. 

W. W. Hutton, iormerly of Torsito, 

made application to the eouneil for 
an extension of time to allow the in- 
terests he represented to look into the 
uestion of the manufacture of arti- 

ficial gas here. He stated that he be- 
lieved it possible to supply gas at a 
price considerably cheaper than that 
named in the International Heating 
and Lighting Company's franchise. 
Mr. Hutton stated that he had in- 

terested the firm o! Weod, Gundy &

If the present company were 
given the year's extension asked for 
they would practically have an exelu- 
sive iranchise, a6 no other company 
would attempt to compete with them 
in u city of this size ater they had 
thet; plant crectod and their ga 
laid.

| WITH THE FARMERS | 


LIGHT HORSES AT THE FAIR. 


©. M. MacRae. of the Ottawa Ex- 
perimental farm, who performed the 
duties of judge of light horses at the 
Edmonton fair last June, has written 
to the directors of the exhibition of- 
fering a few suggestions whieh might 
benefit the show next year, both as to 
improving the present features and 
suaking probable extensions to it. 

As For the Prize List. 

As regards the prize list, Mr. Mae. 
Rae dwells on the following points ~- 

1—T should suggest cutting out the 
grand championship for light horses. 
No judge can satisfactorily award a 
prize where three or four different 
types of horses compete and for dif- 


ferent purposes, The theroughbred 
racer cannot be judged thy the same 
scale of points as the standardbred, 


nor can the hackney be compared with 
either, 

2—Make championships for 
etallion and mare in each clase. 

$—In the roadster class pairs should 
receive larger prizes than single hors- 
es. Pacers should not receive larger 
prizee as road horses than trotters be- 
cause trotters—everything else being 
equal, are much more useful and val- 
uable. Hence it is best to encourage 
the better class of horse. 

4—In the carriage class it would be 
well to add a footnote—overdraw 
vide singles into 15 hands 2 inches 
afd under and over 15 hands 2 inches, 
and do likewise for the teams. Yow 
carriage horses made the best show- 
ing that I have ever seen in either 
Alberta or Saskatchewan—4It might be 
well to add a footnote)—overdraw 
checks not allowed on carriage horses 
dor a year or two.) 

5—Saddle homes might be divided 
into light and heavy weights. A class 
of high jumpers would be a pleasing 
addition as well as a Corinthian class 
or any other that your means will 
allow and the entries warrant, 

6—Make out « judging program and 
put the best elasses in the aiternoon. 

7—Enlarge or rather lengthen the 
light horse ring at least fifty yards,

It is wide enough, A round ring 
neither gives a horse any chance to 
act nor the jocoo an opportunity of 
seeing hin. Have one large gate on 


each side of the track for crossing 
which two or dives policemen can ens- 
ily managé as is done at Toronto, Ot- 
tawa and a dozen other large fairs, 
This would allow of tnaking the light 


horse judging a feature of the after

Novel Suggestions. 
Continuing, \Mr. MacRae, in his 


letter, states that the judging of the 


light horses, jumpers. carriage, road- 
sters, saddlers, ponies, ete., is the 
main feature in front of the Toronto , 


grand stand—the racing is secondary. 
Altogether too much recognition is 
fiven racing at our shows. This fall 
in Ottawa the Corinthian event was 
one of the most pepular of the week. 
Had water jumping been added it 
would have been even better, 

A few articles written by experi- 
enced horsemen re fitting, bitting, har- 
neesing, shoeing, showing, etc., and 
published during the winter and early 
spring ought to gnaterially help begin- 
ners

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations. 

A NY person who is the sole head of a 
** family, or any male over 18 yearn old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more ov less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 

Daties-Six months’ 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years \ homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a} 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
oceupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, danghter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including thé time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty wores extra,
